State Constable Richbourg, 
which left Columbia Saturday night to hunt 
down W. Bogan Cash, reached Cheraw early 
next morning. Cob E. B. Cash’s residence 
was immediately surrounded with a cordon 
of guards armed with rifles. Tho chief con­ 
stable loudly demanded Cash’s surrender, 
whereupon Col. Cash, father of the mur­ 
derer, dashed from the house and 
at­ 
tempted to escape in the darkness, but ho 
was stopped at the muzzle of a rifle, 
disarmed and bound and sent to Columbia 
under armed escort. Cash censures Governor 
Thomson for the course taken by the latter, 
and declares that his son would surrender 
voluntarily had no hostile move been made 
by the authorities. He denies that his son OI 
himself are outlaws. 
After capturing the colonel, the posse 
scoured the woods and swamps all day for th# 
young outlaw, but up till midnight he had 
not been arrested. 
Richbourg called upon 
the authorities at Cheraw for fifty armed and 
mounted men to aid in the search, and th# 
request was 
immediately 
granted. 
Th# 
swamp in which young Cash is doubtless 
concealed is almost impenetrable.

W ashington C ity, March fi.—Tho bill 
agreed on by tho house judiciary committee 
to establish a uniform system of bankruptcy, 
is identical with the bill repot ted to the sen­ 
ate. It gives jurisdiction in l> tnkruptcy to the 
United States distinct court-, an i authorizes 
any person owing over $500 to file a petition 
for a discharge from his obligations with 
a statement of all debt and liabilities, and of 
all his estate assignable under the act.

3 commissioner, w ith the powers of a master 
in chancery. A person bankrupt in a com­ 
mercial sense m ay Ik* thrown into involun­ 
tary bankruptcy on the petition of three 
creditors w hose debts w ould aggregate over 
$500. The court is authorized to appoint as 
many commissioners of bankruptcy neces­ 
sary. with one supervisor in bankruptcy for 
each district, to examine int.) the adminis 
R ation of proceedings throughout the circuit, 
to report any irregularities to the court 
and to make a quarterly report. C r Ii tors 
of the first meeting before the commissioner 
are to elect one or more trustees for tile 
estate of the debtor, but where the estate does 
not excv * I kl,UU the commissionerahall act 
as trustee. The usual exemptions are in­ 
cluded in the bill, and tin* court may allow a 
bank raj t a sum of money, in exceeding $50).

Rande was received at the prison Feb. 23, 
1878. on a life sentence. 
His real name is 
diaries C. Scott, aud his early life was spent 
at his home in Fairfield, Iowa. 
In 1377 he 
was know n to have killed no less than five 
person*, and is now supposed to have mur­ 
dered thirteen victims in all. 
He has gloried 
in the various titles of *American 
brig­ 
and," “Knox county desperado,” “St. Louis 
}iawn-shop 
fiend,” 
“Brilliant 
bandit of 
the Wabash," and other equally bloody and 
interesting ^titles. 
His career in the prison 
has been mutinous in the extreme.
